never before has the building been so 
Jammed from floor to dome, from side 


to side, and from stage to entrance 
as it was last night. An hour before 
the time announced for beginning

postwomen, grocery and milk deliver- 

ers, and many other, occupations, 
Mrs. Peat disagreed with Director 
It.

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The movement for the estab- 
lishment of ‘‘free rural hospitals’’ 
is being met by a bill now before 
the Legislature, which provides 
the legal means for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of hospi 
tals, as public enterprises and by 
yveneral taxation, in rural com 
munities, villages, towns, and cil- 
ies with less than five thousand 
population, 


The scheme is to be started By 
the Minister of Municipalities di 
viding the Province into hospital 
districts convenient for the forma- 
tion of hospital boards. A hospi- 
tal district may consist of one or 
more than one municipality, **mu- 
hicipalitv’ being defined as a lo- 
cal improvement district, rural 
municipality, village, town, or city 
with a population of less than five 
thousand, 


Ov receipt of a petition the 
Minister may authorize the ap 
pointment of a hospital board tor 
any hospital distriet. Sueh peti- 
tions must come from the couneils 
of the municipalities ineluded in 
the hospital district, or be signed 
by twenty-five electors in each of 
the municipalities. Notice of the 
authorization of the hospital board 
shall be sent to the municipal 
councils. 


On receipt of such notice the 
municipal councils shall at ‘their 
next meetings appoint the mem 
bers of the hospital board. — If 
there is only one municipality in 
the hospital district the hospital 
hoard shall consist of three mein- 
hers of the council, and three oth 
If there be more 
than one municipality in the 
district each municipal council 
shall appoint two members to the 
hoard, one being a member of the 
council, 


er electors. 


Notice of the appointment of 
the hospital board having been 
given the Minister, he shall name 
one of the members as temporary 
chairman, who shall within one 
month of his appointment call the 
board together for organization 
purposes. At this meeting the 
hoard shall eleet or appoint offi- 
cers and select a name for the hos- 
pital. <A seeretary-treasurer, and 
other officials, may be engaged at 
suitable remuneration, The mem- 
hers of the board shall hold office 
during the current year or until 
their successors are appointed, 
The board shall hold at least 
twelve meetings during the year. 
Members of the board may be paid 
an allowance of ten cents per mile 
from their homes to the place of 
meetings and return, 

The hospital board shall ** forth 
with upon organization’? prepare 
a scheme which shall provide for 
securing a site for a hospital, the 
purehase or erection of a suitable 
building, the engagement of quali- 
fied medical practitioners and reg- 
istered nurses, an estimate of the 
capital expenditure and plans for 
repayment by sinking fund, an es- 
timate of the probable annual cost 
and expected revenue, a schedule 
of the fees, if any, proposed to be 
charged, As alternative the board 
may enter into an agreement with 
any existing hospital to provide 
the accommodation sought. The 
Minister is to provide-maps, plans 


and estimates of cost, and advise 
the board generally on all matters 
connected with the financing and 
management of the institution. 


When the scheme prepared by 
the board has been approved by 
the Minister, the board shall so 
report to the council or councils of 
the municipality or municipalities 
involved, Each cowneil shall at 
the next regular meeting pass a 
by-law incorporating the scheme 
and providing for raising the mo- 
ney for capital outlay. This by- 
law shall be submitted to the elee- 
tors in the same way as other mo 
ney by-laws, within three months, 
and shall require the same approv- 
al as other money by-laws, In no 
case must the taxes to be imposed 
for operating expenses and sink- 
ing funds be more than two mills 
on the dollar in municipalities 
where taxes are levied on a valu- 
ation basis, nor more than two 
cents per acre where levied on the 
acreage basis, 


The hospital board is required 
to earry out the hospital scheme 
and to make such rules and regu- 
lations for the maintenance and 
management of the hospital as 
may seem proper. The Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council may make re- 
gulations covering the construe- 
tion, equipment, maintenance, in- 
spection, supervision, control and 
management of hospitals and for 
the auditing and investigating of 
their accounts and affairs.  Tlfos 
pitals created under this act shall 
be subjeet to the provisions of the 
Hospitals Ordinance, the Public ; 
Health Act, and the Public Utili 
ties Act. 

Short of compulsion, the propos- 
ed act meet the case in 
a reasonable and practical way. 
Whether a hospital shall be estab 
lished is left the people who 
would have to meet the expense 
Whether run as a free hospital or 
by fees is likewise apparently left 
to their judgment, with a limit to 
the amount of burden that may be 
put upon the tax-payers. There is 
reserved to the Government the 
right of inspection and suapervis- 
ion, in the interests of the patients, 
the tax: payers, and the publie gen? 
erally. Hf there is, as there ap- 
pears to be, a popular disposition 
to establish hospital aecommoda- 
tion in the smaller centres and in 
rural districts this measure ap- 
pears to provide the legal proced 
ure, and to surround such under- 
takings with certain guarantees as 
to efficieney and finaneial 
results,

The Municipal Law Committee 
the Legislature has taken an 
other think, and decided to give 
the city council power to say on 
what routes jitneys may be oper- 
ated—that is, power to say that 
they may only be operated where 
they cannot be made pay, and to 
thus put them out of business. 
Presumably, if asked, the Com- 
mittee will also sanction giving 
the council power to prevent taxi 
cabs, busses and all other sorts of 
conveyance operating on the 
streets for hire. Certainly if it is 
right that the council have power 
to prevent one party carrying pas 
sengers for five cents it is diffi 
cult to see on what principle it 
could be refused power to prevent 
another party carrying  passen- 
vers fora different fare. To draw 
a distinction of that sort would be 
to discriminate between the per 
son who can only afford to-pay 
five cents for accommodation and 
the person who can afford to pay 
a larger fare. As a matter of fair- 
ness, too, if the city is given power 
to shut out competition with the 
street railway system should not 
the Legislature declare the street 
railway system to be wider super- 
vision of the Publie Utilities Com 
mission, to the end that the pub- 
lie who are denied the accommo- 
dation of the jitneys may be as- 
sured of a regular and reasonably 
efficient street railway service? Uf 
the street railway system is to b« 
given a hard and fast monopoly 
by act of the Legislature, the Leg 
islature should also see that the 
monopoly is regulated,
